The starch and sugar group of sub- 
stanees decay by fermentation; being 
resolved, first im carbonic acid and 
alcohol. The aleols l, under favora 
ble circumstances, passes rapidly in- 
to vinegar (acetic acid) and this in 
time 1s converted irto carbonic acid 
and water. Other vegetable sub- 
stances, such as woo 1, straw, leaves, 
ete., decompose by a direet combina 
tion of the carbon and hydrogen (of 
which they are largely « oinposed ywith 
oxyien, resolving them into carbon 
acid and water. This 4 
slow combustion, as_ is shown by the 
heat set free in the rotting ot a straw 
pile. But in this process there 1s al- 
ways a portion of the carbon which, 
remains in the 
form of veyetabie mould, But sub- , 
stanecs containing nitrogen decay by 
Mostanimal substances, 
and mary vegetables, such as cab- | 
bayes, onions, turnips, ¢tc., decay in 
this manner. In this the 
phosphorus, sulphur and nite gen 
each combines with hydrogen —the 
first two to form sulphide and jaios- 
phide of hydrogen, and the last gives 
us ammonia, by cach measure ot, 
nitrogen, taking — to itself two me2s- 
ures of hydrogen.

Ammonia is an alkali,and combines 
readity with a ids to form 
alts, and most of these are soluble 
ter, and not volatile. In this 
form ammenia is always available. 
Phe sulphate of ammonia is, p rhaps, 
the cheapest and moat easily form d 
of these compounds. Land plaster 
a sulphate of lime (lime and sul 
phuric seid); but sulphuric a id bas a 
stronger affinity for ammo: ia than it 
bas for lime, and will, therefore, leave 
the lime and go over to the ammonis 
to form a new compound. Plaster 
insoluble in water, and cannot, there- 
fore, be plant food; butait isa eood 
trap to eatch and bold ammonia in an 
avaiable form. When plaster 
spread on the eround all the ammo- 
nia of the rainwater is caught and 
held for plant food.—Jadiand Fur-
